REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE TOWN DISTRICT OF NEWBURY. 


In keeping with the customs of the past, the School Board ot 
Newbury would respectfully present the following report of the 
history and condition of the public schools during the year ending | 
Feb. 15, 1895. 

Three elements always enter into the school problega in any 
community: first, pupils ; second, teachers ; third, money. ~ 

The Treasurer’s report will show that every dollar has been used 
for the benefit of the pupils, or the necessary repairs and miscella- 
neous bills that consume cash in every report of the kind. 
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PUPILS AND PARENTS. 

The schools for the pst year have on the whole been fairly pros- 
perous, so far as we have been able to judge. Were there no 
murmurs of dissatisfaction, or breathings of adverse criticisms in re- 
ference to our schools and their management, we should feel that 
a new feature had indced begun to develop in Newbury. ‘While 
this spirit hax, perhaps, not been a more prominent feature of the 
past y-ar than usual, we feel justified in suggesting that, were 
pareuts and others as free to speak of the good, and be as silent 
of the evil as they are now of the good, it would bea great help to 
teachers in school government. The public school system exists 
for the sake of the benefits tliat may be derived from it by the 
pupils. Unless those benetits are secured, then the money expended 
and the efforts of the teaching force are wasted. The success of the 
publie schovls depends as inuch upon the home as upon the teach- 
ers or school board. If the earnest and honest efforts of the 
teachers to impart knowledge aud sustain the discipline of their 
schools are not support-d by home influence, comparatively little 
good cin be accowplished. 

- Almost uniformly the parents have sustained the teacher in 
insisting that good discipline should be maintained in the schools, 
that the interests of the many should not be sacrificed to the dis- 
order of a few. The school board desire here to express their 
thanks for the hearty cooperation of the parents in securing the 


excelent results of the school-year just closing. 


TEACHERS. 
It is not necessary for us to mention each school or teacher in 
detail. No other public servants are annually complemented or 
discredited by published personal remarks. On the part of our 


teachers there seemed to be a desire for the best ; yet all do not 


possess the tact in governing and the skill in imparting instruction 
which have crowned some with remarkable success. 

Four of our teachers have earned a place in the first rank by 
faithful work in schools in town, in previous years. 

Two schools have been supplied with teachers just commencing 
in school-work, willing to work for small pay, ambitious to earn a 
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reputition that will secure for them better situations in the future. 

Two of the eight teachers employed have had normal-school 
training, which, in most cases, is of great advantage. It goes with- 
out saying, that the best work connot be done in our schools, unl ss 
thoroughly competent and faithful teachers are emploved. 

All visits and closing examinations have been satisfactory. 

Good health has prevailed, generally, in our families. 

We give a condensed statement of the Treasurer’s report, aid 
also the Roll of Honor. 

In closing, we wish. to thank all for the many acts of kindness 
shown us during the past year.
